Your acttons violated the Act because you fatled w tile the semiannual caimipalgn
statements by the speciited deadline. You must srnediately file these campaign statements with

However, the warning letter resolution does not provide you with the opportunity for a probahle
cause hearing or hearing before an Administrative Law | adge or the Fair Political Practices
Commission. If vou wish to avail yourself ol these proceedings by requesting that your case
proceed with prosecution rather than a warning, please notify us within ten (10) days from the
date of this letter. Upon this notification, the FPPC will rescind this warning letter and proceed
with administrative prosecution of this case. 1f we do not receive such notification, this warning
fetter will be posted on the FPPC's website ten (103 days frem the date of this letter.

You are obligated to continue filing campalgn statements until you otficially terminate
yvour commuttee. I vour committee 1s no fonger active, you may want to terminate your
committee at this time as well. Failure to do so is a violation of the Act. Please be advised that
after every filing deadline, yvour local tiling otficer will refer ali non-filers to the Enforcement
Division. Any future failure to file vour campaign statements will automatically be brought to
our attention.

Although the FPPC is not secking a penaity  the current matter, vou are still responsible
for any late filing fees assessed by your filing ofticer. (Section 91013))
